PREFACE. 


In  introducing  this  catalogue  to  the  reader  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  notice  any  particular 
pieces.  Collectors  will  find  the  Indian  stone  implements  we  describe  to  be  in  the  finest  possible 
condition,  varied  in  material  and  in  many  instances  rare  for  the  locality,  unusual  shapes,  objects  of 
a  character  seldom  seen,  and  all  of  superior  workmanship,  in  fact,  the  best  examples  of  the  Indian 
Stone  Age  from  the  States  of  Ohio  and  Indiana  that  has  ever  been  offered  for  public  competition. 
Those  from  the  New  England  States  and  the  West  are  selected  specimens,  collected  as  representa¬ 
tive  examples  of  the  locality.  The  collection  is  remarkable  for  the  almost  entire  absence  of  defec¬ 
tive  specimens.  What  few  exceptions  are  catalogued  will  be  found  to  be  desirable  on  account  of 
their  rarity,  and  are  such  as  would  be  extremely  difficult  to  improve.  Knowing  the  diversity  of 
opinion  existing  between  collectors  and  writers  respecting  the  adaptability  or  usage  of  the  many 
objects  of  Indian  stone  relics,  and  the  designated  terms  applied  to  each,  I  have  endeavored,  to  the 
best  of  my  ability  to  arrange,  and  classify  them  in  such  a  way  that  their  forms  may  be  readily 
detected  by  a  perusal  of  the  catalogue. 

The  Egyptian  pottery  described  within  are  from  a  newly  discovered  Catacomb  found  near 
Alexandria,  Egypt,  just  previous  to  the  present  revolt,  and  was  imported  by  myself.  All  the  pottery 
catalogued  is  guaranteed  as  genuine,  with  exception  of  the  three  mound  builders’  funeral  urns  (Nos. 
312,  313  and  314),  which  have  a  painted  porcelain  surface;  for  this  reason,  solely,  I  am  inclined  to 

doubt,  although  I  have  been  assured  by  well-informed  collectors  that  pottery  of  this  material  is 
sometimes  met  with.
